Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting-  herewith  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  for  the  year  1942.  The 
icpoit  has  been  compiled  on  the  lines  indicated  by  the  Ministry 
oi  Health  and  has  been  kept  as  brief  as  possible. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  that  the  health  of  the  inhabitants 
continues  to  be  satisfactory.  I he  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  occurring  during  the  year  was  34  compared  with  1G  in  1941, 
but  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  was  6 compared  with  20  in 
1941.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  notifications  of  Tuber- 
culosis  particularly  in  young  adult  females.  The  Birth  and  Death 

Rates  compare  favourably  with  the  rate  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
various  Committees  and  to  the  Officials  for  their  support  and 
co-operation  throughout  the  year.  I am  particularly  indebted  to 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Public  Health  Staff  for  their  valued

HOSPITALS. 

Arrangements  between  the  County  Council  and  the  Edenfield 
Nursing  Home,  Doncaster,  for  the  admission  of  maternity  cases 
terminated  on  the  31st  December,  1941.  Efforts  were  made  by 
the  County  Council  to  obtain  other  accommodation  in  Doncaster, 
but  no  suitable  accommodation  could  be  found.  Arrangements 
were  therefore  made  for  maternity  cases  to  be  admitted  to  Lister- 
dale  Maternity  Home,  Mexborough  Hospital,  and,  for  certain 
types  of  complication,  to  the  Doncaster  Isolation  Hospital.  During 
the  year  representations  were  made  by  the  district  councils  to  the 
West  Riding  County  Council,  that  the  provision  made  for 
maternity  cases  was  not  satisfactory,  and  urged  them  to  try  to 
obtain  accommodation  nearer  than  the  hospitals  mentioned. 
Representatives  of  these  Authorities  met  a County  Council  Sub- 
Committee,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  (June  1943) 
Hamilton  Annexe,  Balby  Institution,  is  being  transferred  from 
Doncaster  Borough  to  the  West  Riding  for  maternity  cases.  The 
Committee  realise  that  in  the  present  conditions  it  is  impossible 
to  provide  adequate  and  suitable  accommodation,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  a maternity  home  will  be  erected  for  this  and  adjoining  areas 
as  soon  as  possible. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

There  is  no  general  provision  of  ambulance  facilities  for  the 
inhabitants  of  this  district.  I here  is  an  ambulance  provided  by 
Woodlands  Miners’  Welfare  Committee,  and  one  provided  by  the 
Carcroft  Miners’  Welfare  Committee,  to  serve  the  families  of  the 
miners  in  these  areas.  A small  charge  is  made  for  the  use  of  the 
ambulances.  Inhabitants  of  this  area  not  working  at  either  of 
the  pits  have  difficulty  in  arranging  for  conveyance  by  ambulance 
to  hospital,  and  at  some  future  date,  consideration  might  be  given 
by  the  Council  to  the  provision  of  general  ambulance  facilities. 

Until  maternity  cases  ceased  to  go  to  Edenfield  Nursing 
Home,  that  home  provided  an  ambulance.  As  this  service  ceased, 
permission  was  granted  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  to 
use  Civil  Defence  ambulances  to  convey  these  maternity  patients, 
and  this  service  operates  satisfactorily.  J he  medical  practitioners 
requiring  the  use  of  an  ambulance,  telephone  the  Report  Centre, 
Bentley,  and  arrangements  arc  made  to  take  patients  to  and  from 
hospital.  As  an  addition  to  the  service,  whenever  necessary,  an 
ambulance  attendant  travels  with  the  ambulance  to  look  after’ the 
patient.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK. 

62  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  for  examina- 
tion, 14  of  which  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

4 samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination.  All  were  satisfactory. 

Inspection  of  one  of  the  pasteurising  plants  in  the  area 
showed  that  the  working  of  the  plant  was  unsatisfactory,  and  the 
accommodation  quite  inadequate  to  deal  with  the  output  of  milk. 
After  repeated  visits  to  the  plant  the  Owners  met  the  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  and  agreed  to  carry  out  all  the  suggested 
alterations.  This  work  is  now  proceeding

42  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  and  one  sample  was 
found  to  be  adulterated  to  the  extent  of  26%  of  added  water.

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  at  the  31st 
December,  1942  was  233  as  compared  with  212  in  the  previous 
year.  Details  are  as  follows:  —

There  have  been  no  cases  of  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to 
notify.  The  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  area  arc  prompt  in  their 
notification  of  tuberculosis.  All  tuberculosis  deaths  had  been 
previously  notified.

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SCABIES. 

As  the  number  of  cases  of  Scabies  in  this  area  was  steadily 
increasing,  permision  was  sought  from  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  use  the  First  Aid  Posts  as  cleansing  and 
treatment  centres.  This  was  agreed  to,  and  in  June  1942  treat- 
ment was  commenced  at  the  Carcroft  and  Woodlands  First  Aid 
Posts.  The  trained  nurses  and  the  assistant  nurses  volunteered 
to  carry  out  the  work,  and  they  have  taken  a great  interest  in  it. 
The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  have 
appreciated  their  successful  efforts  in  the  treatment  of  this 
condition. 

The  results  have  been  most  satisfactory,  and  when  cases  have 
become  re-infested,  it  has  been  by  reason  of  an  infested  member 
or  the  family  not  having  had  treatment.  No  refusals  to  accept 
treatment  have  been  found. 

Benzyl  benzoate  has  been  used  in  the  treatment,  and  although 
at  first  disinfestation  of  bedding  was  carried  out,  this  has  now 
ceased
